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AN IMPORTANT DECISION 
REGARDING INDIAN LANDS 


Muskogee. I. T., Aug. 24.—A deci­ 
sion of wide property interests in In­ 
dian Territory, as it effects thousands 
of undetermined applicants for allot­ 
ments. has just been made by the com­ 
missioner of Indian affairs. 
This deci­ 
sion holds practically that the commis­ 
sion to the live civilized tribes should 
permit reservations on hehalf of unde­ 
termined applicants for citizenship in 
these nations. 
The decision was made by the com­ 
mission of Indian affairs in the ease of 
Wills versus Williams, reversing on 
appeal the decision of the t\»mmissioner 
to the five civilized tribes. 
The point 
at issue was the right acquired by an 
applicant whose enrollment had not 
been approved, appearing before the 
commission and making claim to a cer­ 
tain tract of land and indicating that he 
wanted to file on it when admitted to 
citizenship. 
In reference to this deci­ 
sion Tams Bixby made the following 
statement this afternoon. 
“ It has not been the practice of this 
commission to make reservation of 
lands for applicants to citizensh ip in 
any of the five nations until they were 
approved on a roll by the departm ent! 
at Washington. Where such applicants 
are. however, the owners of improve- j 
ments on ailotabie land which they hold , 
as their prospective allotments and j 
when thee ha'.e advised this office of 


it. 
“ It was thought that 
an 
unde­ 
termined applicant's rights were thus 
amply protected as the question wheth­ 
er or not he was a finally enrol lei! cit­ 
izen of the nation, or freedman, did 
not enter into the question as to his 
rights to institute contest proceed­ 
ings. 
“ Under the ruling of the acting com­ 
missioner an undetermined applicant 
for enrollment as a citizen or freedman 
of any of the five nations can acquire a 
superior right, subject to I** defeated 
only in the final denial of his applica­ 
tion for citizenship, to any of the un- J 
allotted public domain, by appearing at 
the land office of the nation in which 
the land lies and protesting against the 
selection of the same by any other citi­ 
zen or freedman. 
This ruling of the 
Indian office conflicts with the regula­ 
tions heretofore adopted by me in this 
matter and is of considerable import­ 
ance to applicants for citizenship in the 
Indian Territory in event it becomes 
final. 
The proceedure of this office will 
not be changed however, for the pres­ 
ent. at least, as an appeal has l>een

MECHANICAL PRIZEFIGHTER. 


Ingenious Device Invented for the 
Training of Men as P u ­ 
gilists. 


To accommodate the needs of the 
t>rofessional boxer, at* well as to in­ 
struct* the novice iu the "noble art 
of self-defense, 
Mr. Charles Lindsey, 
a New Britain (Conn.I inventor, has 
devised an autofnatie sparring ma­ 
chine. 
This machine, says the Sci­ 
entific American, is really a formida­ 
ble fighter, and has 
already 
gained 
quite au enviable reputation in the 
many encounter:! it aas had with lo 
cal talent. 
Not only does it deliver 
straight leads and c minces, hut it 
varies these with an occasional up­ 
percut, and its blows are rained with 
a speed and power that are the envy 
of the professional boxer. 
Th© ma­ 
chine does not “telegraph,'* that is, 
it does tut five a warning of a com­ 
ing blow by a prelim in ay backward 
jerk, whirl is so common to all but 
the ber; of boxers. 
Nor can the op­ 
ponent escape these blows by side­ 
stepping, because the automaton will 
follow him from 
one side 
to 
the 
other. 
Ai (ach side of the opponent 
is a trapdoor, connected 
with 
the 
base of the machinery in such a way 
that when he steps on one or the 
other of these doors, the machinery

will swing around toward him. 
The 
arms of the mechanical boxer are tit­ 
led with spring plungers, which are 
connected with crank handles turned 
by 
machinery. 
Separate 
crank­

tween which an idle pulley is mount­ 
ed. 
These pulleys are connected with 
the main driving pulley by a 
belt 
which is shifted from side to side 
bringing first one and then the other 
of the boxing arms into action.

Fredericksburg. 


Grant was battering away at 
the 
Confederates, and Lie wounded 
and 
sick from the W ilderness aud Spot- 
tsylvania ©'ere taken into the 
city, 
churches, public buildings 
aud 
pri­ 
vate houses being converted into tem­ 
porary hospitals, aud many a

fallow after leaving

table gave up his life and answered the 
reveille iu a different country, relates

Heenforcements, 
many 
of 
them raw troops with gay uniforms,

Old men, young

constructed cot, one leg held firmly 
to a pest, tenderly cared for by 
an 
elderly woman, a 
volunteer 
nurse, 
who would sit by his side for hours 
and watch over him. giving a motli­ 
er s care. 
Late one evening, during 
her absence, he was taken again to 
the dissecting room, operated 
upon, 
and in a few moments passed away, 
never more in earth life to beat the 
long roll, for taps were beaten 
aud 
his lite extinguished. 
“W heres my boy?” cried the good 
lady, ii, the morning, when she saw 
the vacant cot, aud then burst Into 
tears.

Tin Plats Mills in Wales. 
Tn Wales there are about 450 tin 
plate mills of which 95 per cent, were 
in operation at the cloee of Novem­ 
ber. 
In the Fnited States there are 
about 540 regularly operative mills, 
which have been in work at one time 
or another within the past year, the 
leading interest having some 242 in­ 
dependent interests. 
There are about 
30 other mills nm in regular w*|rk. 
It can be assumed that an average of 
not less than 400 mills were operated 
in Wales during 1905, while an average 
of scarcely more than 275 mills were 
worked in the United States. 
With 
substantially the same total produc­ 
tion. says the Iron Trade Review, it 
appears that the output per mill has 
been between a third and a half great­ 
er in the United States than in Wale*.

TO LAUNDER MOURNING. 


An Expert Laundress Advises Black 
Starch and Salt and Vinegar 
in Rinsing Water. 


A good laundress is what Ll need­ 
ed to bolve a serious problem for the 
woman who wears mourning, par­ 
ticularly in the summer. 
Black goods 
not only Knik warm, but are warm, 
and the black lawns and sheer goods 
are avoided by most women because 
it is generally thought that they can­ 
not Le laundered with much success, 
•ays a contributor to the Brooklyn 
Eagle. 
A certain laundress who is well 
known among her clients as an au­ 
thority on ail matters of soap and 
water and starch, offers the follow­ 
ing directions, which will bring the 
best results if attended to carefully: 
"Dissolve a heaping tablespoonful 
of black starch in two tablespoons of 
lukewarm water. 
Then pour a quart 
of boiling water over it, stirring con­ 
stantly until it gots perfectly clear, 
but do not let it boil. 
“Wash the dress in a little soap­ 
suds, just warm. 
Rinse it in two 
buckets of cold water, with one tea­ 
cup of vinegar and a handful of salt. 
Dry the dress and then pour the black 
starch over it. 
Let the dress get a 
little bit dry, then roll it up, without 
sprinkling, and iron upon the wrong 
or under side, over a black cotton 
cloth. 
The dress will look as good 
as new." 
An easier way to solve the problem 
is not to wear pure black in summer. 
All white is considered by many as 
almost as deep mourning as black." 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Beef or mutton reheated in a double 
boiler is a vast improvement over the 
ordinary stew. 
For the removal of grease spots 
from woolen dresses salt dissolved in 
alcohol is recommended. 
To improve the flavor of roast beef 
and give a rich brown color add a 
tablespoonful of sugar to the water 
for basting the meat. 
A piece of coarse net sowed over an 
extra large hole In a stocking will 
make it easier to darn, and will make 
the darn more lasting. 
A 
snialf paint brush 
with 
long, 
strong, supple bristles is the 
best 
thing with which to keep cut glass 
clean. 
It is the only means of reach­ 
ing the dust which lodges in the small 
carvings. 
Copperware may he brightened by 
rubbing with a piece of flannel that 
has 
been wrung out of hot water, 
well 
soaked and dusted with borax. 
Rinsing and a polish should follow the 
rubbing. 
When frying croquettes be sure to 
plunge the basket In hot fat before 
the croquettes are placed In It. 
This 
will prevent them adhering to the 
wire when lifted out. 
The value of wringing clothes well 
cannot be 
overestimated. 
A 
good 
laundress squeezes out the last drop 
of soapy water, and again rinses the 
garment well after she has thorough­ 
ly rinsed it* 
White crepe paper has been found 
to be the satisfactory tablecloth at 
fetes. 
No one is ever* anxious to do­ 
nate one of her own tablecloths for 
this purpose and the paper kind is 
just as effective. 
Flower baskets are superseding the 
more ordinary vase. With fluted edge 
and graceful handle they make a most 
artistic receptacle for short stemmed 
flowers.—Brooklyn Eagle.

TOADS EMBEDDED IN ROCK 


N aturalist Declares He Found One 
That M ust Have Been Buried 
for Many Years. 


Shropshire, England, seems to be fa­ 
vored with a substratum of 
buried 
toads. 
At a recent gathering of the Caradoc 
and Severn Valley Field club Mr. For­ 
est, a naturalist of repute, who has 
been engaged by Lady Warwick to de­ 
liver a course of nature study lec­ 
tures in Warwickshire, exhibited 
a 
lively toad of small size which had, 
he said, been found buried in solid 
clay six feet underground at Broseley, 
Its mouth was said to be quite closed 
through disuse, so that it could not 
now feed if it wanted to. 
Quite recently also another small 
and active toad was 
discovered 
at 
Broseley “imbedded in 
solid 
rock," 
which excavators had split while ob­ 
taining material for one of I^ady For­ 
ester s hospitals, now' in 
course 
ol 
erection. 
This also had 
its 
mouth 
closed; ana for some time it was kept 
by a local chemist in a stoppered bot­ 
tle, passing thence into possession ol 
Dr. Gipp, the medical officer of health 
at Shrewsbury. 
Naturalists, of course, 
deny 
that 
such cases of buried toads in solid 
*ock or clay can possibly occur. They 
allege that even a creature w'hich pos­ 
sesses the remarkable vitality of a 
toad must soon die when deprived of 
oxygen. They also say that the most 
important evidence is always lacking 
—namely, the Imprint of the animal 
in the stone or clay, where it was sup- 
posed to have been imbedded.

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION 


REGARDING 


Muskogee, I. T., Aug. 84.-A deci- 


sion of wide property interests in In- 
dian Territory, as it effects thousands 
«f undetermined applicants for allot- 
ments, has just been made by the com- 
missioner of Indian affairs. This deci- 
sion holds practically that the comm is- 
• sion to the live civilized tribes should 
permit reservations on hehalf of unde- 
termined applicants for citizenship in 
these nations. 


The decision was made by the com- 


mission of Indian affairs in the case of 
Wills versus Williams, reversing on 
appeal the decision of the commissioner 
to the five civilized tribes. 
The point 


at U»ue was the right acquired by an 
applicant whose enrollment had not 
been approved, appearing before the 
commission and making claim to a cer- 
tain tract of land and indicating that he 
wanted to file on it when admitted to 
citnenship. 
In reference to this deci- 


sion Tarns 'Btxby made the following 
statement this afternoon. 


"It has not been the practice of this 


commission to make reservation of 
lands for applicants to citizensh ip in 
any of the five nations until they were 
approved on a roll by the department 
at Washington. Where such applicants 
are, however, the owners of improve- 
ments on allotable land which they hold 
as their prospective allotments and 
when they have advised this office of 
that fact, the location of the land and 
the improvements, if the land is unal- 
lotted, a note is made of this and when 
any other person who is a citizen makes 
application to tile on such land he is no- 
tified of the adverse claim and in the 
event of said citizen's application being 
accepted, the original claimant to the 
improvements is notified that he might 
be protected by instituting contest pro- 
ceedings within the statutory time lim- 


it. It was thought that 
an 
unde- 


termined applicant's rights were thus 
amply protected as the question wheth- 
er or not he was a finally enrolled cjt- 
isen of the nation, or freedman, did 
not enter into the question as to his 
rights to institute contest proceed- 
ings. 


"Under the ruling of the acting com- 


missioner an undetermined applicant 
for enrollment as a citizen or freedman 
of any of the five nations can acquire a 
superior right, subject to be defeated 
only in the final denial of his applica- 
tion for citizenship, to any of the un- 
allotted public domain, by appearing at 
the land office of the. nation in which 
the land lies and protesting against the 
selection of the same by any other citi- 
zen or freedman. 
This ruling of the 


Indian office conflicts with the regula- 
tions heretofore adopted by me in this 
matter and is of considerable import- 
ance to applicants for citizenship in the 
Indian Territory in event it becomes 
final. The proceedure of this office will 
not be changed however, for the pres- 
ent, at least, as an appeal has been 
taken in this case to the secretary of 
interior who will pass upon it finally." 


There are hundreds of undetermined 


citizens in each of the five nations. In 
the Cherokee nation this class of appli- 
cants alone in what is known as the 
case of the intermarried whites, num- 
bers over 2,000. 
There are thousands 


of new-borns who are on schedules 
which have not yet been approved, and 
all other classes of undetermined citi- 
zens come in under this decision, which 
gives them a chance to tile on a piece 
of land and hold it against all comers 
until they are finally accepted or re- 
jected as citizens by the department of 
interior.

To accommodate the needs of .the 


fNCofeuional boxer, as well as to iu- 
atruct* tbe novice lu the "noble art 
ot Belt-defense," Mr. Charier Llndsey, 
a New Britain (Conn.) inventor, has 
devised an automatic sparring ma- 
chine. This machine, says the Sci- 
entific American, Is ron!»y a formida- 
ble fighter, and has a I roady gained 
quite an enviable reputation hi the 
many encounters it nas had with lo- 
cal talent. Not only does it deliver 
straight leads and cmmtooi. but it 
varies these with an occasional up- 
pel-cut, and its blows niv niuod with 
a apeed and power that are the envy 
of the professional boxer. Tbo ma- 
chine does not "telegraph," that is, 
it does not give a warning of a com- 
ing blow by a prehmlnJiy backward 
jerk, which is so common to all but 
the bes; of boxers. Nor can the op- 
ponent escape these blows by side- 
stepping, because the automaton will 
follow him from 
one side to 
the 


other. At rach sule of tho opponent 
is a trapdoor, connected 
with 
the 


base of the machinery in such a way 
that when he steps on one or the 
other of these doors, the machinery

will swing around toward him.

Later, when the 
ashes cooled and boys began joking 
among the ruins, the quaint key was 
found almost unharmed, the flre hav- 
ing only twisted the handle a little, 
which was easily restored to its prop- 
er shape.

esting to stale a few facts about John 
Brown that are not generally known.

Brown," the old revolutlbnist, with a

Starch and Salt and Vinegar 


in Rinsing Water. 


A good laundress Is what ia need- 


ed to solve a serious problem for the 
woman who wears mourning, par- 
ticularly in the summer. Black goods 
not only look warm, but are warm, 
and tho black lawns and sheer goods 
are avoided by most women because 
It is generally thought that they can- 
not be laundered with much success, 
says a contributor to the Brooklju 
Eagle. 


A certain laundress who is well 


known amont; her clients as an au- 
thority on all matters of soap and 
water and starch, offers the follow- 
ing directions, which will bring the 
best results if attended to carefully 


"Dissohe a heaping tablespoonful 


of black starch in two tablespoons of 
luKewann water. Then pour a quart 
of bollins water over it, stirring con- 
stantly until it gets perfectly clear, 
but do not lot it boll. 


"Wash the dress in a little soap- 


suds, just warm. 
Rinse it in two 


buckets of cold water, with one tea- 
cup of vinegar and a handful of salt. 
Dry the dress and then pour the black 
starch ovor it. Let the dress get a 
little bit drv, then roll it up, without 
sprinkling, and iron upon the wrong 
or under side, over a black cotton 
cloth. 
The dress will look as good 


as new." 


An easier way to solve the problem 


Is not to wear pure black in summer.

At a recent gathering of the Caradoe* 


and Severn Valley Field club Mr. For- 
est, a naturalist of repute, who ha* 
been engaged by Lady Warwick to de- 
liver a course of nature study lec- 
tures in Warwickshire, exhibited

lively toad of small size which had, 
he said, been found buried in solid 
clay six feet underground at Broseley. 
Its mouth was said to be quite closed 
through disuse, so that It could not 
now feed If It wanted to.

Broseley "Imbedded in solid 
rock," J 


which excavators bad split while ob- 
taining material for one of Lady For- 
ester's hospitals, now in course

erection.

by a local chemist in a stoppered bot- 
tle, passing thence into possession of 
Dr. Glpp, the medical officer of health 
at Shrewsbury. 


Naturalists, of course, 
deny that 


such cases of buried toads in solid 
.ock or clay can possibly occur. They * 
allege that even a creature which pos- ^ 
sesses the remarkable vitality of a 
toad must soon die when deprived of 
oxygen. They also say that the most 
important evidence Is always lacking 
—namely, the imprint of the animal 
In the stone or clay, where it was sup- 
posed to Irave been imbedded.

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION 


REGARDING INDIAN LANDS 


Muskogee, I. T., Aug. 84.—A deci- 


sion of wide property interests in In- 
dian Territory, as it effects thousands 
•f undetermined applicants for allot- 
ments, has just been made by the com- 
missioner of Indian affairs. This deci- 
sion holds practically that the commis- 
sion to the five civilized tribes should 
permit reservations on henalf of unde- 
termined applicants for citizenship in 
these nations. 


The decision was made by the com- 


mission of Indian affairs in the case of 
Wills versus Williams, reversing on 
•ppeai the decision of the commissioner 
to the five civilized tribes. 
The point 


at issue was the right acquired, by an 
applicant whose enrollment had not 
been approved, appearing before the 
commission and making claim to a cer- 
tain tract of land and indicating that he 
wanted to tile on it when admitted to 
citnenship. 
In reference to this deci- 


sion Tarns'B»x by made the following 
statement this afternoon. 


"It has not been the practice of this 


commission to make reservation of 
lands for applicants to citizensh ip in 
any of the five nations until they were 
approved on a roll by the department 
at Washington. Where such applicants 
are, however, the owners of improve- 
ments on ailotable land which they hold 
as their prospective allotments and 
when they have advised this office of 
that fact, the location of the land and 
th« improvements, if the land is unal- 
lotted, a note is made of this and when i 
any other person who is a citizen makes 
application to file on such land he is no- 
tified of the adverse claim and in the 
event of said citizen's application being 
accepted, the original claimant to the 
improvements is notified that he might 
be protected by instituting contest pro- 
ceedings within the statutory time lim- 


it."It was thought that 
an unde- 


termined applicant's rights were thus 
amply protected as the question wheth- 
er or not he was a finally enrolled cit- 
izen of the nation, or freedman, did 
not enter into the question as to his 
rights to institute contest proceed- 
ings. 


"Under the ruling of the acting com- 


missioner an undetermined applicant 
for enrollment as a citizen, or freedman 
of any of the five1 nations can acquire a 
superior right, subject to be defeated 
only in the final denial of hie applica- 
tion for citizenship, to any of the un- 
allotted public domain, by appearing at 
the land office of the. nation in which 
the land lies and protesting against the 
selection of the same by any other citi- 
zen or freedman. 
This ruling of the 


Indian office conflicts with the regula- 
tions heretofore adopted by me in this 
matter and is of considerable import- 
ance to applicants for citizenship in the 
Indian Territory in event -it becomes 
final. The proceedure of this office will 
not be changed however, for the pres- 
ent, at least, as an appeal has been 
taken in this case to the secretary of 
interior who will pass upon it finally." 


There are hundreds of undetermined 


citizens in each of the five nations. In 
the Cherokee nation this class of appli- 
cants alone in what is known as the 
case of the intermarried whites, num- 
bers over 2,000. 
There are thousands 


of new-borns who are on schedules 
which have not yet been approved, and 
all other classes of undetermined citi- 
zens come in under this decision, which 
gives them a chance to tile on a piece 
of land and hold it against all comers 
until they are finally accepted or re- 
jected as citizens by the department of 
interior.

TALK OF ELIMINATING 


NEGROES FROM THE ARMY 


Washington, Aug. 24.—It is believed 


that an effort will bs made at the next 
session of Congress to enact a law un- 
der which the enlistment of negro 
troops in the regular army may be 
discontinued. 


The order sending troops to Browns- 


ville, Tex., where they created so 
much trouble, was not issued without 
serious consideration of the subject. 
It was realized that the negro soldiers 
were not wanted anywhere. There 
was talk of sending them to Fort Assin- 
iboine, Mont., but that has always 
been a cavalry post and it was not de- 
mrable to make the change. It was 
realized, also, that the Montana peo- 
ple would object to colored soldiers. 
The Filipinos have protested so vigor- 
ously against the negro soldiers that 
they are now stationed only in the 
Province of Mindanao, where the Mo- 
roes are giving constant trouble. 


The department is in lots of trouble 


about the brother in black in uniform, 
and it is believed that pr&poseJ legis- 
lation which would allow tiis^rc ti'>n, at 
least, in the matter of enlisting ne- 
groes, would be welcomed. It

believed '£hat~the decision to abandon 
thj» fort at Brownsville is due to a de- 
dotire to punish the Texans for not re- 
ceiving the colored soldiers with readi- 
nJse.

Madill, I. T., Aug. 24.-Great excite- 


ment prevails here, caused by the 
striking of a fine flow of gas by the 
Fall River Oil and Gas company on 
their lease one mile east of town. The 
well is also spraying about ten barrels 
of high grade oil per day. The oil has 
a paraffine base and a gravity of 37. 


Oil experts estimate the now of gas 


at five million feet. A 3500-pound 
weight covers the well, which is raised 
about 
four inches by "the peasureu 


The roar of the well could be* hearofin 
the city, which is a little over a mile 
away. 


J. F. (Baron) Douglas, W. B. Bart- 


ley, Roy Palmour and Mike Smith, 
prominent oil drillers-, control most of 
the 
adjoinjng 
leases. All available 


ground is being leased as fast as -the 
owners can be found and by the latter 
part of next week it will all be con- 
trolled by oil men. 


A large crowd of oil men from Bar- 


tlesville and Tulsa are expected to ar- 
rive shortly. 


This opens up an entirely new field 


in the Territory and under more prom- 
ising conditions than any other field, it 
being seventy miles east of the Wheeler 
pool, which produces a low grade oil 
and no gas. The next important field 
is the Mounds field, 150 miles north. 


The managers of the company that 


brought in the well say they will have 
five more rigs m the field in thirty 
days. 


The price of real estate has advanced 


50 per cent. A number of Standard 
Oil men have arrived and visited the 
gusher, and expressed their opinion 
that the field certainly looked good to 
them and that there was no doubt in 
their minds that it would develop into 
the best field in the Territory.

MECHANICAL PRIZEFIGHTER. 


Ingenious Device Invented for the 


Training ot Men as Pu- 


ffiliata. 


To accommodate the needs at .the 


Ikrofesaional boxer, aa well as to in- 
atruct* the novice in the "noble art 
ot Belt-defense," Mr. Cnuries Llndsey, 
a New Britain (Conn.) inventor, has 
devised an automatic sparring ma- 
chine. This machine, aays the Sci- 
entific American, Is ron!»y a formida- 
ble fighter, and has a I roady gained 
quite an enviable reputation fn the 
many encounters it nas had with lo- 
cal talent. Not only does it deliver 
straight leads and count ofi. but it 
varies these with an occasional up- 
percut, and its blows niv niued with 
a speed and power that are the envy 
of the professional boxer. Tbo ma- 
chine does not "telegraph," that is, 
it does not give a warning ot a com- 
ing blow by a prehmlnny backward 
Jerk, which is so common to all but 
the bes; of boxers. 
Nor can the op- 


ponent escape these blows by side- 
stepping, because the automaton will 
follow him from 
one side to the 


other. At rach side of the opponent 
is a trapdoor, connected 
with 
the 


base of the machinery in such a way 
that when he steps on one or the 
other ot these doors, the machinery

RELIC OF SLAVERY DAYS. 


The Key 'to John Brown's Call in 


Charlestown Jail Owned by 


New York Man. 


Curious things are coming to light 


every day. 
Among many interesting 


relics of the civil war is a huge iron 
key more than a foot 
long, 
which 


turned in the lock and made old John 
Brown a prisoner In Carlestown Jail at 
the time of his great raid in Virginia 
and call for the negroes to rise and 
fight lor freedom. 


Tli la key is now In the hands of Dr. 


Alfred B. Tucker, of New York, and it 
played a vital part in the history of 
events leading up to the civil 
war. 


When 
Gen. 
McClellan 
marched 


through Charlestown after the battle 
of Antletam his troops burned the his- 
toric old Jail, whence John 
Brown 


went to the gallows. Later, when the 
ashes cooled and boys began Joking 
among the ruins, the quaint key was 
found almost unharmed, the fire hav- 
ing only twisted the handle a little, 
which was easily restored to its prop- 
er shape. 


In this connection it may be inter- 


esting to stale a few facts about John 
Brown that are not generally known. 
After his career in Kansas, where he 
received the name of 
"O^awatomle 


Brown," the old revolutlbnist, with a 
fervor amounting to what he consid- 
ered religion, resolved to begin work 
In a, practical way of 
fleeing 
the 


slaves. 


He went about his task deliberately 


and with quiet preparation.

negroes he was Known as "Capt. 
Brown " He began, his campaign by 


TO LAUNDER MOURNING. 


An Expert Laundress Advises Black 


Starch and Salt and Vinegar 


in Rinsing Water. 


A good laundress is what is need- 


ed to solve a serious problem for the 
woman who wears mourning, par- 
ticularly in the summer. Black goods 
not only look warm, but are warm, 
and tho black lawns and sheer goods 
are avoided by most women because 
It is generally thought that they can- 
not be laundered with much success, 
says a contributor to the Brooklyn 
Eagle. 


A certain laundress who is well 


known amont; her clients as an au- 
thority on all matters of soap and 
water and starch, offers the follow- 
ing directions, which will bring the 
best results if attended to carefully 


"Dissohe a heaping tablespoonful 


of black starch in two tablespoons of 
luKewaim water. Then pour a quart 
of bollins water over it, stirring con- 
stantly until it gets perfectly clear, 
but do not lot it boll. 


"Wash the dress in a little soap- 


suds, just •narm. 
Rinse it In two 


buckets of cold water, with one tea- 
cup of vinegar and a handful of salt. 
Dry the dress and then pour the black 
starch ovor it. Let the dress get a 
little bit drv, then roll It up, without 
sprinkling, and iron upon the wrong 
or under side, over a black cotton 
cloth. 
The dross will look as good 


as new." 


An easier way to solve the problem 


is not to wear pure black in summer. 
All while Is consldeied by many as 
almost as deep mourning as black." 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Beef or mutton i cheated in a double 


boiler Is a vast improvement over the 
ordinary stew. 


For the removal of grease spots 


from woolen dresses salt dissolved In 
alcohol is recommended. 


To Improve the flavor of roast beef 


and give a rich brown color add a 
tablespoonfuf of sugar to the water 
for basting the meat. 


A piece of coarse net icvved over an 


extra large hole In a stocking will 
make it easier to darn, and will make 
the darn more lasting. 


A smalT paint brush 
with 
long, 


strong, supple bilsUes Is the 
best 


thing with which to keep cut glass 
clean. It Is the only means of reach- 
Ing the dust which lodges In the small 
carvings. 


Copperware may be brightened by 


rubbing with a piece ot flannel that 
has been wrung out of hot water, 
well soaked and dusted with borax. 
Rinsing and a polish should follow the 
rubbing. 


When frying croquettes be sure to 


plunge the basket in hot fat before 
the croquettes are placed In It. This 
will prevent them Adhering to the 
wire when lifted out. 


The value of wringing clothes well 


cannot be 
overestimated.

good 


laundress squeezes out the last drop 
of soapy water, and again rinses the 
garment well after she has thorough- 
ly rinsed it* 


White crepe paper has been found 


to be the satisfactory tablecloth at 
fetes. No one Is ever* anxious to do- 
nate one ot her own tablecloths for 
this purpose and the paper kind la 
just as effective. 


Flower baskets are superseding the 


more ordinary vase. With fluted edge 
and graceful handle they make a most 
artistic receptacle for short stemmed 
flowers.—Brooklyn Eagle.

TOADS EMBEDDED~TN ROCK 


Naturalist Declares He Found One 


That Must Have Been Buried 


for Many Yean. 


Shropshire, England, seems to be fa- 


vored with a substratum of buried 
toads. 


At a recent gathering of the Caradoe" 


and Severn Valley Field club Mr. For- 
est, a naturalist of repute, who ha* 
been engaged by Lady Warwick to de- 
liver a course of nature study lec- 
tures In Warwickshire, exhibited 
a 


lively toad of small size which had, 
he said, been found buried In solid 
clay six feet underground at Broseley. 
Its mouth waa said to be quite closed 
through disuse, so that It could not 
now feed If it wanted to. 


Quite recently also another email 


and active toad was discovered 
at ^ 


Broseley "imbedded in solid 
rock," J 


which excavators bad split while ob- 
taining material for one of Lady For- 
ester's hospitals, now in course 
of 


erection. 
This also had its 
mouth 


closed; and for some time it was kept 
by a local chemist in a stoppered bot- 
tle, passing thence into possession of 
Dr. Glpp, the medical officer of health 
at Shrewsbury. 


Naturalists, of course, deny that 


such cases of buried toads In solid 
.ock or clay can possibly occur. They j» 
allege that even a creature which pos- ^ 
sesses the remarkable vitality of a 
toad must soon die when deprived of 
oxygen. They also say that the most 
important evidence Is always lacking 
<—namely, the Imprint of the animal 
In the stone or clay, where it was sup- 
posed to Irave been imbedded.
